OBITIUARY 


AMERICA AND CANADA. 
The latest report of the director of 
the Canadian Geological survey gives 
An idea of the vast extent of the unex­ 
plored region of Canada. 
It is a re­ 
markable fact that practically noth­ 
ing whatever is known of one-third of 
the whole Dominion of Canada. 
This 
vast area, it is believed, contains in­ 
numerable resources and will in time 
open an immense field for American 
capital and enterprise. 
It is signifi­ 
cant that the great industrial enterpris­ 
es of Canada are passing 
into 
the 
hands of Americans and it is becoming 
clearer every day that Canada must 
depend for the development of its 
great natural resources largely upon 
American capital. 
Canada has a total area of 3.450,527 
square miles. 
Of this vast territory, 
excluding the inhospitable 
and 
de­ 
tached portions, 954,000 square miles, 
for all practical purposes, is entirely 
unknown, yet singularly enough, it is 
men from the United States, and not 
Canadians, that have penetrated far- milage 
thest into the wilds of Canada. 
It 
was Americans who brought her gold 
fields to the attention of the world, 
and Americans who discovered and de­ 
veloped her coal and iron mines. The 
universal Yankee, with an eye to the 
main chance and with the glint of the 
almighty dollar ever before him. is 
useful as well as enteprrising. 
While 
working for himself he has taught the 
Canadians much, and the sort of know­ 
ledge he imparts is generally profita­ 
ble. 
American enterprise is steadily 
growing in Canada. 
The result will 
be to draw the two countries into 
closer bonds of interest and to pro­ 
mote a more friendly feeling between 
them.

clea rer every day that Canada m ust 
depend for the developm ent of its 
g rea t natural resources largely upon 
A m erican capital. 
Canada has a total area of 3,450,527 
sq u a re miles. 
Of this vast territory, 
excluding the inhospitable 
and 
de­ 
tached portions, 954,000 square miles, 
for all practical purposes, is entirely 
unknown, yet singularly enough, it is 
m en from the United States, and not 
Canadians, that have penetrated far-ironage 
th e st into the wilds of Canada. 
It 
was Americans who brought h er gold 
fields to the attention of the world, 
and Am ericans who discovered and de­ 
veloped her coal and iron mines. The 
universal Yankee, with an eye to the 
m ain chance and with th e glint of the 
alm ighty dollar ever before him, is 
useful as well as enteprrising. 
While 
w orking for himself he has taught the 
C anadians much, and the sort of know­ 
ledge he im parts is generally profita­ 
ble. 
American enterprise is steadily 
growing in Canada.

be to draw the two countries into 
closer bonds of interest and to pro­ 
m ote a more friendly feeling be tw een 
them .

Root Refused to Say W hat Would Be 


Done, 
Owing 
to 
Decisions. 


Spooner Act May Apply. 


W ashington. May 29.— T h e interest 
in the su p rem e court decisions cen­ 
tered a t the w a r departm ent, and el 
fo rts w ere m ade to ascerta in the in 
tent ion of the d e p a rtm en t regarding 
th e Philippines, as the yare under 
th e d ep artm en t's control. 
S ecretary 
Root would express no 
opinion, saying th a t he had not yet 
th e full tex t of the decision before 
him and th a t it would req u ire careful 
consideration 
before th e en tire im­ 
port of these opinions could he ascer 
tam ed with a view of governing fu 
ture executive actions. 
Several sen ato rs 
and 
rep re se n ta­ 
tives called on the secretary and dis­ 
cussed the situation w ith him, giving 
their views and in terp re tatio n s of the 
opinions rendered 
and th e hearing 
they would have in the fu tu re govern 
m en t 
of 
th e 
Philippines. 
Among 
th ese w ere S en ato r Lodge, of Massa 
chusetts, ch airm an of th e Philippine 
com m ittee 
of 
th e senate. 
H e ex 
pressed the opinion th a t th e decisions 
of th e court would m ake Philippine 
legislation 
absolutely 
n ecessary in 
the com ing session of congress. 
He 
also was clearly of the opinion that 
under the S pooner law th e president 
had absolute power to provide for a 
revenue, both custom s and internal, 
for th e P hilippine governm ent. 
An 
o th er suggestion m ade by senators, 
previous to th e tim e w hen 
it was 
supposed th a t a decision in the Phil 
ippines case would he rendered bv 
the court sim ilar to tile De Lim a case 
in l o t t o Hico, w as th a t an export 
duty on goods com ing from th e P hil­ 
ippines to the United S tates could he 
levied in o rd er to prevent free trade 
from tile islands to the U nited States.

P resb y teria n church for years m u st 
be turn* <1 out of doors.

tell you. fath e rs and brothers, th a t if 
we pass this report w ithout am en d ­

Favored Strong Action. 
Some m em bers of the assem bly who 
are m ost violently opposed to secret 
orders objected to the section of the 
rcpoi t of the com m ittee which re ­ 
moved th e ban of th e church from 
organizations which ‘‘do not inculcate 
a C hristless religion.” R. G. C am p­ 
bell. who moved to strik e out the sec­ 
tion of the report, said this testim ony 
does not include such orders, and held 
th a t labor unions should not be a p ­ 
proved by th e church.

Favored Strong Action. 
Some members of the assembly who 
are most violently opposed to secret 
orders objected to the section of the 
report of the committee which re­ 
moved the ban of the church from 
organizations which "do not inculcate 
a Christless religion." R. G. Camp­ 
bell. who moved to strike out the sec­ 
tion of the report, said this testimony 
does not include such orders, and held 
that labor unions should not be ap­ 
proved by the church.

Canadians, that have penetrated far*|fonagt 
thest into the wilds of Canada. 
It 
was Americans who brought lu r gold 
fields to the attention of tile world, 
and Americans who discovered and de­ 
veloped her coal and iron mines. The 
universal Yankee, with an eye to the 
main chance and with the glint of the 
almighty dollar ever before him. is 
useful as well as enteprrising. 
While 
working for himself he has taught the 
Canadians much, and the sort of know­ 
ledge he Imparts is generally profita­ 
ble. 
American enterprise is steadily 
growing in Canada. 
The result will 
be to draw the two countries into 
closer bonds of interest and to pro­ 
mote a more friendly feeling between 
them.
